The governor and council have ap- 


proved the rules, by-laws and regular 
tions of the New Hampshire State Fire- 
men's association. They were submit 
ted and approved in accordance with 
the act of 1899, providing for the pay- 
ment to the association by the state of 
$2000 annually out of taxes received 
irom foreign fire insurance companies. 


The State Firemen's association was 


t started in Manchester, and already two 
conventions have been held,—one in 
Nashua and one in Manchester. 
The 


president is Chief George O Osbome of 
Nashua, and a number of the officers 
and committees are Manchester men. 


The rules approved by the governor 


and council will be interesting to fire 
men all over the state, as they show the 
benefits to be paid to injured firemen or 
the families of dead firemen, killed 
while in the line of duty. The rules 
recently adopted by the officers of the 
association are as follows, preceded by 
the preamble: 


"We, the undersigned committee, 


elected at the second annual convention 
of the New Hampshire Stale Firemen's 
association held at Nashua, N. H , on 
the 29th day of September, 1899, to 
formulate rules and regulations for the 
disbursement of the New Hampshire 
State Firemen's Eelief fund provided 
by the 'Act in amendment of Sec. 14. of 
Chapter 1G9 of the Public Statutes of 
New Hampshire,' have upon the call of 
oar chairman met in Manchester, N. H., 
this the fifteenth day of March, year 
1900, and respectfully submit this our 
report." 


AKTICLE I. 


Section 1. All firemen known as "call 


men," belonging to companies or boards- 
of engineers which are members of the 
New Hampshire State Firemen's associa- 
tion and entitled to the benefits of this 
fund as provided by "An net in amend- 
ment of Sec. 14 of Chapter 169 of the 
Public Statues of New Hampshire re- 
lating loathe tax oa fire insurance com- 
panies and providing relief for injured 
or disabled firemen," who may be in- 
jured in the performance of their duty 
while going to, working at or return- 
ing from a fire shall receive benefit from 
this fund as follows:—At the rate of two 
dollars for each day while unable to at 
tend to their ordinary business by rea- 
son of such injuries. 
Sueh benefit 


arising from injuries received at any 
one fire shall not continue longer than 
fifty days from date of said injuries. 


But the committee may extend such 


benefits by a two-thirds vote of the 
board in canes where it seems desirable 
and if the amount of the fund at that 
time will permit it. 


SECTION 2. All firemen known as 


"permanent men" belonging to com- 
panies or boards of engineers which are 
members of the New Hampshire State 
Firemen's association, who may be in 
jared in the performance of their duty 
while going to, working at or returning 
from a fire, and receiving their regular 
pay irom the city or town while dis- 
abled, shall bo entitled to benefits from 
this fund at the rate of one dollar for 
each day of actual disability. 
Such 


benefits arising from injuries received 
at any one fire shall not continue lon- 
ger than fifty days from date of said in 
j aries. 


But permanent men who may be in 


jared as aforesaid, and whoso pay is 
deducted by the town or city during 
the term of their disability, shall re- 
ceive twb dollars for each day of their 
disability for a period of not over fifty 
days from date of said injuries. 


SECTION 3. If a fireman who is it 


member of a company or lumd of en- 
gineers belonging to the New Hamp- 
shire State Firemen's association is 
killed in the performance of his dnty 
in going to, working ut or returning 
from a tiro, the nnm of twelve hundred 
doll urn shall bo pnid to his widow r>r 
children, or if ho loaves neither, to bin 
parents if dependent on him for sup- 


port. 
If a fireman so killed should 


leave neither widow nor children nor da- 
pendant parents the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars shall be paid for funeral 
ex censes. 


If a iireman RO killed shall leave a 


child or children less than fifteen jeara 
of age the sum of one dollar and 
fifty cents per week shall be paid to the; 
guardians of each so left, in monthly 
payments, until said child reaches the 
age of fifteen years. 


ABTICLE II. 


Section 1. "All applications for re- 


i lief or benefits irom this fnnd must be 
made to the secretary of the New Hamp- 
shire State Firemen's association and 
be acted upon by the president and exe- 
cutive committee of the association 
in accordance with these rnles and reg- 
ulations provided. 
If there be uny 


question as to the justness of a claim 
for relief, the president may direct the 
secretary to investigate and report to 
the exscntive commute. 


Section 2. All claims for relief or 


benefits from this fund .must be drawn 
by the clerk of the company or board 
of engineers of which the injured or 
deceased is or was a membar,indorsert by 
the foieman of the company and chief 
of the department and must be accom 
panied by the certificate of the attend- 
ing physician. 


All claims for relief must be made in 


thirty days from date of injury. This 
time may be extended by the executive 
committee if good cause for flelay be 
shown. 


Section 3. All decidons of claims by 


the executive eetunuttee will be final. 


Section 4. All expenses of the ad 


ministration of this fund must be borne 
by the New Hampshire State Firemen's 
association.

The Sprague Murder Case Stands as 


It Did on Saturday Last. 


SOUTH BERWICK, Mo., May M—The 


Spragne case stands today about as it 
did Saturday afternoon, when the cor- 
oner's jury 
adjourned 
for a week. 


Deputy Sheriff Miles of Saco. who has 
been co'leeting evidence for the inquest, 
left for home yesterday afternoon, and 
will be engaged several days in other 
duties, pertaining to the May term of 
the York county supreme which ^ill 
meet in Alfred today. 
Just before 


he left town be was asked if there wua 
anything new in the case and he re- 
plied: 


"I think that in time we will be able 


to clear up the mystery, but I see no 
prospect of an immediate solution. We 
have dug out a number of pieces of in- 
formation that oaght to be of assistance 
in the hunt for the murderer. 
Though 


some of us have a theory as to who the 
gailty party is, we have not secured 
sufficient evidence to warrant an ar- 
rest." 


Beyond this, Deputy Miles would say 


nothing, except that he had no' inten 
tion of giving up the search, but would 
return and continue his investigation as 
soon as he attended to court matters 
which demand his immediate attention. 


Deputy Sheriffs Miles and Spencer 


again visited the Knight farm and spent 
considerable time in searching for the 
knife with which the throat of the victim 
was cut. They looked through all the 
outbuildings and along the lane lead- 
ing to the woods toward which it is 
supposed the murderer made his escape 
from the barn. An unused well be 
tween the barn and the house will be 
cleared of water and rubbish, in an en- 
deavor to find the knife. 


The barn has been kept locked, and 


the rear and side doors boarded, since 
the day following the murder, but a 
man from Dover, who visited the place 
on Sunday, ripped off a board in the 
rear and went into tbo barn. When ho 
came out he brought with Inm a blood- 
stained board which he had found ip 
tho horse stall where the murder was 
committed.

Every feature of the 
case tends to 'show that the murderer 
was acquainted with her and with the 
premises. 


A rumor that the officers were at

erable excitement. 
It started from the 


reply which one ot" the selectmen made 
to a prominent citizen, who suggested 
the expediency of offering a reward, in 
the name of the town, for evidence 
against the guilty party.

of the session. The house leaders bay 
they will be ready for the sine die ad- 
journment June 1; but, allowing for de- 
lays and accidents incident to the clos- 
ing up of the session, they are not in- 
clined to think both houses will be u-ady 
to adjourn before June 10.

Riot Near 


Pittsburg, May 14.—A mob of men 


and boys numbering -about 2,000 had 
possession of Turtle Creek, a small town 
about eight miles east of here, all last 
ev-nhig, and at midnight the sheriff was 
called upon to suppress the riot. The 
trouble was precipitated by the board 
of health trying to take possession of 
an abandoned school building in the town 
for a pesthouse. The citizens objected 
to this, and when the board made prep- 
arations for the removal of the six cases 
of smallpox in the town to the school- 
house they were met by the mob, who 
refused to allow them to proceed. Twen- 
ty-five special officers were sworn in, but 
could do nothing, and the volunteer fire 
department was called out. 
The fire- 


men found a fullfledged riot in prog- 
ress, but succeeded in dispersing the riot- 
ers by turning the hose on 'them. The 
crowd soon returned, however, nnd, cu*- 
tirig the hose, pelted the firemen with 
stones and beat them with clubs until 
they all retreated. 
A number of the 


firemen were badly cut and bruised, but 
uoue seriously hurt. 
During the tem- 


porary absence of the crowd several fire- 
men and three members of the board of 
health took possession of the building, 
where they will remain barricaded until 
the sheriff and posse arrive. 
About 


1,000 of the rioters at 1 oV-lock this 
morning still surround the building. 


The Colombian Revolution. 


San Francisco, May 14.—The steamer 


San Juan, which has just arrived from 
Central American ports, reports that the 
revolution in Colombia is far more seri- 
ous than cablegrams from Panama would 
lead one to suppose, Tbe -chief officer of 
the steamer paid: "The claim of the Co- 
lombian government that the revolution 
has been suppressed is absurd. The revo- 
lutionists are increasing iu strength ev- 
ery day, and Panama is liable to fall into 
their hands at any time. They are not 
only better armed than the government 
forces, but they secretly have the sympa- 
thy of the people, who have become 
greatly incensed at the arbitrary acts of 
the government."

"We have here a rather, amazing re- 


quest for 'enuf eppy cack to throw up 
a baby 4 years old,' 
This youngster 


must have been in pretty bad shape, for 
here I have a demand from its mother 
that 1 furnish her with something for 
her 5-year-old child, who has 'an im- 
pression on his heart and a cough, that is 
choking him in the neck.' 


"To fill the next order may seem diffi- 


cult, but it really isn't. It states, 'Send 
me some of the essence you put people 
to sleep with when you cut their fingers 
off.' 
It evidently meant ether. 
At all 


events, that is what it was filled with. 
The man who wrote this order wanted 
'something to take tobacco out of my 
Tnouth.' I suppose it was the scent of 
the thing that he objected to. The good 
housewife who wrote to me requesting 
'something to rub my old man with' go( 
a liniment, of course. It must have been 
her twin sister who wrote for 'some- 
thing to knock a cold out of an old man: 
Another peculiar demand is for 'enough 
aniseed to take the twist out of a dose of 
senna.' 


"These odd orders I might read unti 


daylight. 
'Send me a baby's top to s 


nurse bottle' meant, no doubt, a nursing 
bottle top, and 'something for a sore ba 
bv"s eye' is not easy to mistake. I have 
also appeals for remedies for a 'swelled 
woman's foot' and 'a man with a dry 
spit on him.' 


"The phonetic sounding is, however 


the most odd feature of the whole busi 
ness. 
Cardamom seed J have had de- 


scribed as 'colored man seed' and 'Me 
Cordon seeds.' 
Orders for ungtrentura 


have been couched in-requests for 'honey 
quiutom,' 'Annie Quintom' and "Anuc 
Griivtum.' 
• Orders for 'bug mint' and 


'barnegef I have filled with bergamot 
and to a man who asked for 'campfire' '. 
gave camphor. Arrowroot is frequently 
written 'air root,' and on one occasion 
had n written request for 'raving bald 
Sam' when Arabian balsam was intend- 
ed. 


"Some of the other mistakes that 1 


have noticed in the last ten years at this 
stand have been 'Cupid' for cubeb, 'glory 
farm' for chloroform, 'ox sled acid' for 
oxalic acid, 'lord worm' for laudanum, 
•paint killer' for pain killer, 'sirrip of 
&wiH' for sirup of squills, 'gross of sup- 
plements' for corrosive sublimate and 
'Mary attic acid* for muriatic acid. 


"But I do not mind all these. It is the 


woman who wants '5 cents' worth of co- 
logne to smell a trunk' and the chap who 
asks for 'a mixture of two-thirds alco- 
hol and two-thirds castor oil* that puzzle 
the average druggist. They are what we 
call blind writers, but we manage to 
guess what they want. 
It 'keeps us 


thinking at times, though."—New York

FIRST SOUTHERN TORPEDO. 


Used In the JaincH River After Uie FJglit 


at Seven Fines. 


The story of the first torpedo which was 


Invented and used by General Gabriel 
Rums during the war with tho Seminolo 
Indians, April, 1S40, ended in tho lighting 
of 10 boldlers, who had gono with Captain 
Rains to investigate tho cause of tho ex- 
plosion, with somo 100 or more Indians, 
atid among the casualties the wounding 
of the captain aud his being carried to 
Fort Kina; iu the arms of his men. An- 
other and second torpedo had been prcvl 
otihly placed at tho post by him, and soon 
after tho fight 1,000 or more troops wero 
collected there, and it became such a dread 
to tho whole army that a soldier guard 
was put over it until Captain Bains wo.t 
able to go and take it up. 


"Suppose," said ono officer to another

THE FIRST COTTON MILL. 


Location 
Washington'* Diary Fistces Its 


In Massachusetts. 


Several different towns in the United 


States claim the uniquedistinction of hav- 
ing erected the first American cotton mill,' 
but from the best information that can be . 
obtained it seeing tfiatfib* credit properly 
belong* to tbe town* of -Beverly, Mass. .' 


The circumstances leading tip to thii 


discovery may be of interest to our read- 
ers. 
Some years ago Mayor Hantoul of 


Salem, Mass., was invited to Pawtucket, 
B. I., to attend the centennial exercise* 
held at that place in commemoration of 
the opening of tbe famous Slater mill. In 
sending out invitations to this centennial 
event the owners or the mill claimed it to 
bo tha first establishment of its kind ever 
erected in tho United States. For soinu 
reason Mayor Hantoul was nnable to be 
present at the exercises; but, being deeply 
interested in historical researches, he de- 
cided at his leisure to investigate the 
claims of tbe Pawtucket mill owners. 
This investigation led to the discovery 
that the old cotton mill at Beverly, Mass., 
which was burned down in 1888, bad been 
in operation for several years prior to tho 
establishment of the mill at Pawtucket, 
and thnt no less a witness than General 
Washington himself could be cited in con- 
firmation of tbe fact. It seams that Gen- 
eral Washington, while ou a tour of the 
Kew England states in 1789, inado a visit 
to the otd Beverly cotton mill and was so 
impressed with the novelty of the spectacle 
that he devoted several pages of bis diary 
to its description. This old diary is still 
to be found among General Washington's 
papers. 


As the researches of Mayor Hantoul 


seemed to settle tho matter beyond all con- 
troversy the residents of Beverly, Mass., 
caused a handsome tablet to be erected on 
the site of the old mills, commemorating 
the establishment of the first enterprise of 
its kind ever inaugurated in the United 
States.—Pictsburg Dispatch. 


Cost of a Door Handle. 


The aesthetic person who desires a unique 


door handle for his favorite room must 
pay for the privilege. Forty, fifty, oven 
seventy-five, dollars may be the cos»of the 
first door handle made after a new pat- 
tern. Tho metal i? worth perhaps only a 
few cents, but tbe labor comes high. Pirst 
the architect draws the design and sub- 
mits it to tbe manufacturer that is to fin- 


50 times as much as it receives. Most of 
! the unpaid or short paid _ matter comes 
from Armenia and Turkey, although Eng- 
land and Ireland contribute a fair portion 
of it. 


Just before St. Patrick's day the mails 


ato flooded with packages of shamrocks 
from Ireland, picked and mailed by people 
who know little about tbe postal regula- 
tions nnd who frequently neglect to find 
eut how much postage is required. Anx- 
jous to have the precious .twigs well pre- 
'iervcd, they even sprinkle them with wa- 
ter before wrapping them up, which not 
merely increases tbe weight nt the time of 
mailing, but also serves to spoil the'wrap- 
pers. Christmas time and Easter, when 
friends interchange gifts, are equally prof- 
itable in this respect, but the United 
States does not collect as much on foreign 
mail as the foreign governments collect 
on United States mail. 


Thwe. is such a wide difference in the 


amount collected by tho various nations 
that years ago it led to negotiations for 
new regulations, resulting in tho adoption 
in this country of the "due stamp," and 
now oach government keeps the money 't 
collects for due postage. Those due stamps 
8CTV9 in reality merely to show how much 
is collected, as they are put on and can- 
celed in the postofHce, and no person con- 
nected with the service can by honorable 
means obtain one that has not been can- 
celed. In spite of the law, such stamps 
havo coino into circulation, probably 
through burglars who havo broken iuto 
postollices or through dishonest postmas- 
ters, but it matters little to a private citi- 
zen how he has obtained such 11 stamp, 
"whether he has paid for it or not, for the 
stan'ip ia not acceptably ns postage. If an 
attempt wero made to use it, postoffice in- 
spectors would be at once put ou the trail 
of the offender. 


Ib is n uiattur of principle with some in- 


dividuals to refuse underpaid matter, says 
one who is in a position where he sees re- 
fused letters when they return. A lef-e* 
moy be sent to some foreign country with- 
out any postage on it. The addressee may 
refuse it, uncl in that case it must be re- 
turued to the sender, who has to pay dou- 
bla rato for it if ho accepts it. But ho, too, 
may refuso it, and then its final destina- 
tion will bo the dead letter office in Wash- 
ington, if tho latter originated in tho Unit

Cooking Fruits For Children. 


"Baked apples may bo used where they 


ngreo with children, and a raw scraped 
apple may bo given," writes Mrs. S. T. 
Rcrer on "Proper Cooking For, tho Nurs- 
ery" in The Ladies' Home Journal. 
"Ba- 


nanas should always bo cooked unless 
they are very ripo and tho skins quite 
black. 
To bake a banana nicely you 


should have a porcelain or granite baking 
dish. Strip the skins from tho bananas, 
pluoo thorn in a dish, sprinkle over a ta- 
blospoonful of sugar, add four or five tublo- 
spoonfnls of water and bake in a quick 
oven for 20 minutes, basting once or twioo. 
riervo warm. Blackberry jam, if properly 
luado, isqultoan important nursery food."

mold, or oftener several molds joiued to- 
gether, known as gates. These are usual- 
ly of plaster,' and tho molten metal ia 
poured into them T/iihout in anyway af- 
feotsing tho plaster. 


When the metal is cool, the handle is 


taken out, a thing of beauty and expense, 
for tbe architect, tho pattern maker, the 
mold maker and the man •« ho pours in 
tbe niL'tal must all be paid for l^ieir work. 
The first door handle only is thus costly. 
When the mold is once uia-le, tho price cf 
a door handle decreases according to tho 
cumber made, so that tho Hve hundredth 
door handle costs scarcely more than tho 
metal puti into it.—Kew York Sun.

Tlt« Origin and HUtory of ThU Feature 


of Engll*h Securities. 


Almost all the debt of England consists 


of tho funded debt, so called, and the 
greater part of this is made up of "con- 
sols," which is an abbreviation of ''con- 
solidated stocks," of which we read every 
day in the papers, and the price of consols 
is the financial puke of England. 


Consols wero created in 1752 by stat- 


ute 25 of George II, chapter 27. But no 
scrap of paper over represented a consol 
until, to facilitate commerce, in 1870, a 
statute was passed allowing tho govern- 
ment to issue certificates to represent 
them. The property that all the world 
asked tho price of every day was unrepre- 
sented by any monetary securities until 
1870, and even now very few certificates 
have been issued. 


"Now, 
tnis is a consol and this is its his- 


tory:-Originally some one hacl loaned the 
government £100, and the government 
bad caused his name to be enrolled on its 
books as a creditor, from whom it had re- 
ceived that amount and to whom some day 
it might, if it chose, repay it. It need 
never do so, but until it did it must pay 
him an. annuity of £3—that is,.ho received 
3 per cent on his money as long as the 
government chose to keep it, but the gov- 
ernment could pay it back at any time it 
chose to do so. This creditor then owned 
a cousol—that is, he owned such a debt 
from the government as I have just 
scribed. 
« 


If he wished to transfer what rights he 


had—that is, his 3 per cent per annum— 
and the- right to his £100 when, if ever, 
the government chose to return it, he 
could go to the Bank of England with his 
transferee and receive the purchase price 
from him and tho stock would be trans- 
ferred to the man paying the considera- 
tion, and that man's name would be placed 
on the government's book in the place of 
the former owner, and thereafter the 
transferee would receivo tho £3 a year and 
the £100, if it was ever paid back. 
But 


no paper passed except the receipt for the 
purchase money which was given by the 
buyer, and which the bank official checked 
with a red mark. 


Thcso receipts were not certificates ol 


ownership and were seldom preserved, 
never except for purposes of identiflcatior 
when the now owner went to draw his flrsl 
dividend. After that they were destroyed. 
It is true in old times the owner of a con- 
sol was given a tally, which was nothing 
but a block of wood with notches on it, 
split in two so that a portion of each notch 
should bo on each half, and tho govern- 
ment kept one half and the owner of the 
stock the other half.

n massive silver communion service, (lag- 
on, chalice and paten. On each pir-ce is 
inscribed, "For the vise of Somerset parish, 
in PomcrbCt county, in tho province of 
Maryland, per Will iam Stotigh ton." Above 
this inscription are the letters "I. H- S-" 
This communion service- is much prized 
by tho congregation. It is one of tho three 
oldest In tho United States.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

Mew Hampshire Official Says Sale 


to be Prohibited. 


is 


The secretary of the state board of agri- 
culture in a circular bearing -upon re- 
cent convictions in the southwestern 
part of the state of violators of the oleo- 
margarine law,,discusses various ways 
in which attempts have been made to 
evade the law, and concludes as fol- 
lows. 


''The amount of the whole matter is 


that the manufacture, sale and use of 
colored oleomargarine is based upon 
fraud and deception,in making the sub- 
stance appear something it is not. How 
ever much it may be marked does not 
counteract the effect of its deceptive 
color, and 83 states have enacted laws 
prohibiting its sale in color of yellow 
butter. New Hampshire is included in 
the list, and the grange demand the 
enforcement of the law. 
A similar law 


is enforced in other states and the law 
will be enforced here. The manufact- 
ure, sale and use of colored oleomarga- 
rine is based upon fraud and decep- 
tion."
